SCHOOL-LANDS.
JOINT RESOLUTION Withdrawing the School-Lands from Market.

Be it resolved by the Genmeral Assembly of the State of Iowa,
That all the unsold school lands of the State of Iowa are hereby
withdrawn from market until the first day of March next,-and that
the Secretary of State be directed to inform all County Auditors of
the passage of this resolution. This resolution shall take effect from
and after its publication in the State Register and Des Moines
Bulletin. .

FRANKING PRIVILEGE.

PREAMBLE AND JOINT RESOLUTION Relative to the Abolition of the
Franking Privilege.

WaEREAS, The franking privilege enjoyed by members of Congress
has been and is now used for purposes other than those contemplated
by the law granting the same, whereby the postal service of the
country is greatly burdened by the carrying of large amounts of
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
